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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

"a third means for maintaining a stabilized bias current by current mirror 
independent of changes of the control voltage, and to supply the stabilized bias 
current to the second means" appears to be unclear and indefinite, since claim 4 which 
indicated "third means" comprises PMOS transistors (P101, P102) and NMOS 
transistors (N105-N108). As such, any stabilization by the third means in some small 
way dependent on the control voltage (Vc) which connected to the gate of transistor 
(P102). It is also noted that specification does not specify any independent associated 
with the third means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1, 2, 3, 5 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Teramoto et al. (6,710,659). (see PRIOR Office Action mailed on Feb. 23, 2005) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7-9 are allowed.
